Tuesday wu ia tba ease of the Commaawealth 
agalnat tba Adama Btpraaa Compaay, on appeal 

from the Mason Circuit Court, the Appellate 
Court, through Judge Nunn, reversing that 
Court 

The action was one by ex-Auditor's Agent F. 
Stanley Watson to assess in Maaan county the 
franchioe of the appellee company at $26,000 
for this oooaty from 1896 to 1902. 

The County Court and the ('ireuit Court, on 
appeals, sustained a demurrer to the petitioa 
and decided, in effect, that the f raaehise of tba 
appellaa wu act liable to ba aaasased for taxa- 
tion liy any Court, but could osly be asi>eti.sed 
and made liable for the payment of taxes by 
tba aetioa of tba StaU Board of Vahiatk>a aad 
Assessment. 

The Court of Appeals in reversing that jndg- 
■Mat says that while the Legislature provided 
a maaaa of aniasmaat by tba StaU Board of 
Valuation and Assessment, it also provided, in 
sections 4241 aad 4260, for the aasessmeat of 
such corporatioaa hi tba eoaatiaa wbaa tba State 
Beard fbUadtopaifona tbadntiaaimpoaadapon 
it by the laws in ths matter of their assessment. 

Tho whole Court considered the appeal ia this 
eaaa aad nitad in tba opiaioa dalivarad.
